Memoirs of FREDERICK LII. KING of 
PRUSSIA. 

CHARLES FREDERICK, the late King of 
Piuffia, whofe adtions and defigns, for many years, 
kept Europe in attention, was the eldeft fon of Fre- 
detick William, by Sophia Dorothea, daughter of 
George I, King of England. He was born Jan.

therefore, always bufy, though no effedts of his ac- 
tivity ever appeared ; and always eager, though the 
had aothing to gain. His.behayiour was to the laft 
degree rough and favage. ‘The leaft 
whether defigned or accidental, was-retutied by 
blows, which he did not forbear to’ the Queen and 
Princeffes. From fuch a King‘and fuel'a father ix 
was not any enormous yiolation of duty, in the im- 
mediate heir of a kingdom, fometimes td differ ia 
opinion, and to maintain that difference with decent 
pertinacity. 

The chief pride of the old King was to be mafter 
of the talleft regiment in Europe. He, therefore, 
brought together, from all parts, men above the 
common military ftandard. To exceed the-height 
of fix feet was. a certain recommendation to notice, 
and to approach that of feven,a claim to diftinGtiong 
by which means he obtained fuch a colleétion of 
giants as perhaps was never feen in the world be- 
fore. ‘To review this towering regiment was his 
daily pleafure, and to perpetwate it was fo much his 
care, that when he met a tall woman, he’ immedi- 
ately commanded one of his Titanian retinue to 
marry her, that they might ¢ polterity, and 
produce heirs to the father's. kakionests. In all 
this there was apparent folly, but there was no 
crime. The tall regiment made a fine thew at an 
expence not much greater, when once it was col- 
le&ted, than would have been beftowed u com-+ 
mon men. But the Kiog’s military paftimes were 
fometimes more pernicious. He maintained a nu- 
merous army, of which he made no-other ufe than 
to review and to talk of it; and when he, or pers 
haps his emiffaries faw a boy, whofe form and 
fprightlinefs promifed a future foldier, he ordered. 
kind of badge to be put about his sieck, by which 


he was marked out for the fersite, jie the" Svs of 
parents were -

forbidden to deftine him to any other mode of, life. 
This was fufficiently oppreflive, but this was not the 
utmolt of “his tyranny. He had learned, that to be 
rich was to be powerful ; he therefore raiféd exor- . 
bitant taxes from every kind of commédiry and pof- 
fefion, and piled up.the money in his treafury, 
which it iflued no more. : ee 

By which of thefe freaks of royalty the Prince 
was offended, or whether the offences of which he 
complained were of a domeftic and perfona) kind, 
it is not eafy to difcover. But his refen 
whatever was its caufe, was fo high, that he refol- 
ved not only to leave his father’s Court, but hie 
territories, and feek a refuge among the neighbour- 
ing or kindred Princes, It is generally believed, 
that his intention was to come te- 
under thé protedion of his uncle, till hts father’s 
death or change of conduct fhould give him liberty 
to return. His defign, whatever it was, he con- 
certed with an officer of the army, whofe name was 
Kat, a man in whom he placed great confidence, and 
whom, having chofen for the companion of his 
flight, he neceffarily ‘trafted with the pr 
meafures ; but whether Kat, had found the agency 
of others neceflary, or whether levity or vanity in- 
cited him to difclofe his truft, it cannot be faid ; the 
King, by fome means, was informed of the intend-, 
ed flight, and the Prince and his favourite, a little 
before the time fettled for their departure, were ar- 
refted and confined in different places. , 

The King, after an imprifonment.of fome time, 
fet his fon at liberty ; but poor Kat was ordered to 
be tried for a capital crime. . The Court examined 
the caufe, and acquitted him. The King remanded 
him to a fecond trial, and obliged his Judges to 
condemn him, and he was publi iy Senencet A 
lady, with whom the Prince was {ufpeded of inti- 
macy, was feized, and publicly whipped in the 
ftreets of Berlin. 

In the year 1733, Charles Frederick, by the 
command of his father, married again{t his will, the 
Princefs Elizabeth Chriftina of Branfwick Lunen- 


Y burgh Beveren, without profeffing for her either e- 


{teem or affection, and confidering the claim of pa- 
rental authority fully fatisfied by the external cere- 
mony, obftinately during the life of his father, re- 
frained from her bed.’ The poor Prineefs lived a- 
bout feven years in the Court of Berlin. Thus he 
lived fecluded from public bufinefs, in contention 
with his father, in alienation from his wife. This 
ftate of uneafinefs he found the only means of fof- 
tening was by diverting his mind from the {cencs a- 
bout him in ftudies aal liberal amufements. ‘re 
King of Praflia. was undoubtedly born with more 
than common abilities ; but that he cultivated them 
with more than common diligence, was probabl 
the effect of his peculiar condition, of that which he 
then confidered as cruelty and misfortune. 

In this Jong interval ot unhappinefs and obfcurity, 
he acquired {kill in the mathematical fciences equal 
to thofe who made them the bufinels of their lives. 
His {kill in poetry and in the French language have 
been loudly praifed by Voltaire; mufic he not. only 
underftood but practiled on the German flare in the 
highett perfection. : . 
_ The King of Pruffia gained the fine arts, and 
being born to fairer opportunities of ufing them, . 
brought to the throne the knowledge of a private 
man without the guilt of ufurpation. Of this gene. 
ral acquaintance with the world, there-may be found 
fome traces in his whole life. His converfation 
was like that of other men upon comnion topics ; 
his letters had an air of familiar elegance, and his 
whole conduct was that of a mar who had to do 
with men, and who was not ighorant what motives 
would prevail over friends or enemies.

He fays, that wheri 
Armftrong was aiming’a blow at him, he found him 
prefs i the weapon as he ttirned his arm to 
ward off, which lie then fuppofed to’be the hand or 
arm of the deceafed.—The judge, in fumming up 
the evidetic#, fhewed, that the prifoner’s own ac- 
count was*by no means improbable, and that he 
certainly could have no intention to kill or wound 
the deceafed, except in his own defence. —The jury 
brought in their verdi&t, manflaughter. Judge Bul- 
ler then told the jury, that their verdi& was fuch, 
as, in his opinion; tefle&ed the higheft honour on 
their attention and difcernment. He told the pri- 
fonet that, perfectly'convinced as he w..¥ of the in- 
hocence of his intention, he fhould not infli& any 
punithment upon him that might difhonour him as
